Accounts from 
Paris were as late as the 27th September, and 
datcs from ihe ermics in Poriugal to the 24th of 
the same moath. Tne articles of intelligence 
are nol'very prominent in interest, or extensive 
in variety ; the particulars will he found undei 
their respective hesds—A report prevailed in 
Loudon, through the medium of Havre of the 
28th Sept. and of Lisben of the 25th, that + bat- 
tle had been fought between Lord Wellington 
and Massena: but of which the ultimate fate 
was not ascertained. Upon investigating the 
ground of the report at Lisbon, it was found to 
have been circulated without any authority : be- 
sides, despatches from Lord Wellington had been 
rece:ved in London as late as the 24th of Sept. 
when it was not expected that a battle would 
take place for some days; Massena’s army not 
being Sufaciently concentrated. It appears that 
after the fall of Adnveida, the Prench fell back 
upon Pinhel, from winch place Massena advan- 
ced rapidly along the Gruz, bythe way of Liame- 
gal, in the hopes of tarning ile ie/t flank of ue 
English; but Wellington prowptly retreated a- 
long the banks of the Mondyo.—Lord Welling- 
ton’s head quarters on the 24th were at Burgu- 
co, and the army occupied a strong position on 
the Sierra de Alcoba, in the vicinity of Guarda ; 
the French advanced guards were south of the 
Cruz, and the army was. coticentrated between 
that riverand Tordeila.

CONSPIRACY IN PORTUGAL. 

Letters irom Lisbon, state that a most alarim- 
ing conspiracy had been discevered there. A 
French Colonel had been arrested, from whom 
was learnt that 290 of the Portuguese Noblesse 
had entered into an agreement to blow up all 
the arsenals and do other mischief—We under- 
stand their scheme was entirely frustrated by 
their being secretly arrested, and, by order of 
{ Lord Wellington, to be banished'to the coast of 
Atrica. They were to sailin a veseel provided 
for the purpose, for Afriea, under couvoy ota 
British tropate. 

Tie Plot —-The mystery of the late conspiracy 
has been thus explained :—Lord Wellington 
had imtercepted a correspondence carrying on 
between the enemy anda party in Portugal in- 
imical tothe Envlish, in consequence of which 
about 2JU Persons (principally Nobility and per- 
sons im the aigher Class Ss) had been arrested in 
Lisboa, and embarked on ship board. ft is also 
undcvs.ood that a quantity of concealed’ arms 
have been found. Report states that their plas 
was to cause Bisbon to be set on ie in several 
places at once, andinthe confusion to massacre 
allihbe Baelsh and their friends, at the same 
time that Massena was to niake a general at- 
ack on Lord Wellington's army.
